Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to arguments of Claim 32, the Applicant states 
that Lee does not disclose the newly added limitation "calling a dynamic function defined in the first compound transform definition, the 
dynamic function located elsewhere from the definition pointer position." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

The specification of the instant application [0042] states that "Dynamic functions are optionally configured to perform logic operations, 
external process calls, or other operations associated with a computer function and to transform payload Data 230 in response." This 
means that dynamic functions, as defined by the specification, is a call a function makes to a specification of that function. 

Lee [0303, 031 1 and 318] describes calling functions from at least "peripheral programs." This means that Lee discloses at least "external 
process calls," which is one of the definitions of the "dynamic functions" as described by the specification. 
As such Lee discloses the above argued limitation. 
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
